Chicago, Aug. 7.—Cook county 
registrations for July indicate 
that new car business in the 
Chicago district is enjoying the 
greatest prosperity in history. 
The figures exceed those of June, 
and are 1,639 ahead of July last 
year. The registrations for July 
this year were computed at 11,- 
116. For July, 1925, the figures 
were 8,206, and for July, 1925, 
they were 9,527. 

Ford sales contributed largely to 
this gain. While the registrations 
for June gave Ford only 1,401 in 
July, they are listed at 2,668. 

Chevrolet also showed a liberal 
increase for July over June, hav- 
ing had 1,523 and 1,118, respec- 
tively. Even Buick, on the eve of 
the announcement of new models, 
retained third place, and led in 
July over June with 859 and 750, 
respectively.

Kenosha, Wis., Aug. 9.—Nash 
Motors has launched its new offer- 
ings in both the advanced and light 
six lines. Careful study of the new 
models discloses no far-reaching 
mechanical or other changes, but 
shows a careful refinement and 
development of the cars. 

Perhaps the most important 
change is thermostatic control of 
water in the cooling system, the 
control being placed in the line 
between the radiator and the’ 
engine block. It cuts off circula- 
tion of the water when the tem- 
perature falls below a given 
point. The muffler of the new 
models has been redesigned and 
the gases are now carried around 
the outer surface of the shell to 
be cooled before they enter the 
inside manifold. 

Another addition which we note 
is the presence of an agitator, re- 
volving under the intake screen of 
the oil pump. This breaks up any 
tendency for the oil to coagulate 
on the screen in cold weather. 
Gases are now carried out under 
the rear of the car through a 
breather, a construction designed 
to relieve the front compartment of 
any odor. The wiring system is 
protected by a flexible steel cov- 
ering in addition to the rubber in- 

sulation of the wires. :

COMPLETE PLANS — 
FOR BUS EXHIBIT 


Special Hall Being 
Erected to House 
Displays 


Cleveland, Aug. 7.—The great- 
est exhibition ever assembled of 
motor buses designed for the 
service of American railway and 
Street railway corporations is to 
bg shown in Cleveland in con- 
nection with the annual national 
convention of the American 
Street Railway Association, to be 
held in Public Hall, Cleveland, 
October 4 to 8. 

To display this exhibit, which will 
attract forty of the leading motor 
bus manufacturers of the United 
States and scores of parts and ac- 
cessory companies, the association 
has just started the construction of 
an $85,000 ‘temporary exhibition 
hall on the mall overlooking Lake 
Erie and facing the city’s great 
auditorium. Most of the building’s 
102,000 square feet of floor space 
will be used for the motor bus ex- 
hibit, Col. Joseph H. Alexander, 
vice-president of the Cleveland 
tailway Company, in charge of 
motor bus operations, and chair- 
man of the local convention com- 
mittee, announced. 

The city’s agreement to the loca- 
tion of this exhibition building on 
the mall is a tribute to the im- 
portance of the convention, as it is 
the first time the mall site, a great 
open park area in the center of the 
city, has ever been used for any- 
thing but permanent and costly 
public buildings. The convention 
is expected to attract some 10,000 
visitars. There were 7,400 visitors 
at the convention in Atlantic City 
last year and 85,000 feet of floor 
space sold to exhibitors. The Cleve- 
land convention committee has al- 
ready contracted for 115,000 square 
feet of space.

The Six is the 
best seller, having had 359, with 
29 Six Imperials and 56 Fours. 

Studebaker showed a very slight 
falling off from June despite the 
new models, which came out on 
August 1. Studebaker’s 370 gave 
it ninth place. The Standard Six 
led the line, with 157, there hav- 
ing been 53 Special Sixes and 78 
Big Sixes. 

Oakland continued to lead Hup- 
mobile for tenth place, the records 
giving the former 285 and the 
Hupp 269. The registrations show- 
ed 227 Hupp Sixes and 42 Bights. 

Pontiac set a new record for 
peak sales, its 234 for twelfth 
place having been nearly 100 bet- 
ter than June. 

Packard was beaten in only one 
previous month this year, having 
registered 230. The leading month 
was May, with 231, while in June 
there were only 214. 

For the first time in history 
Lincoln is credited with more rez- 
istrations than Cadillac, the totals 
being 113 and 110, respectively. 
In the case of the Cadillac the 
pending announcement of new 
models had a deterrent effect on 
sales, it is reported. 

Peerless shows continued popu- 
larity, as indicated by the registra- 
tions of 79 cars for July.

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TIRE SALES IN 
ST. PAUL GROW 


‘Credit System Gains 
Favor With Many 
Dealers 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 7.—Tire 
sales in St. Paul have responded 
in good form to the recent price 
cuts, but are not extraordinary 
for this season of the year. This 
is the concensns of dealcrs who 
surveyed their business for the 
last two weeks. 

Dealers selling tires on a time- 
payment basis report greater im- 
provement than those selling tires 
for cash. 

It is obvious that the time-pay- 
ment system will undoubtedly be- 
come the accepted basis for tire 
purchases, as each month sees ad- 

_ ditional dealers adopting the plan 
in self-defense. Where, only eight 
months ago there were only two 
dealers making use of the time- 
payment plan, today there are 
more than ten—and others are se- 
riously considering its immediate 
adoption. 

William 3B. Harris, handling 
Goodrich tires, reports that busi- 
ness during the last several weeks 
has shown an increase of approxi- 
mately 100 per cent. over the pre- 
ceding similar period, when there 
was general rumor of impending 
price cuts. The business is not 
materially greater than at the same 
time last year, however. 

William F. Smith, proprictor 
ef the W. F. Smith Tire and 
Battery Company, dealer in Fire- 
stone tires, says that the tire 
price slashes have brought busi- 
ness back to a point slightly 
above the level of last year’s 
business. He reports an expect- 
ed drop in the demand for high 
pressure tires and an increaso in 
balloon sales. 

Clark S. Haven & Son, United 
States tire dealer, reports a strong 
demand for the smaller sizes of 
balloons, with a sharp drop-off in 
sales of larger sizes of high pres- 
sure cords. 

The increasing mileage ob- 
tainable from automobile tires 
is a considerable factor in hold- 
ing sales down to last year’s 
levels, in the opinion of the Tire 
Repair Company, Goodyear deal- 
ership. With motorists record- 
ing 15,000 to 20,000 miles per 
tire, replacement sales are 
slowed down proportionately, 
efficers of this company hold. 
They point out that only a few 
years ago the average mileage 
was 8,000 to 10,000 miles, and re- 
placements were necessary twice 
as often as now. 

Another result of the higher 
mileage, they hold, is a lowered de- 
mand for “second” grades. Car 
drivers are finding it less expensive 
to pay the slightly higher initial 
eosts for first-grade tires to secure 
the greater mileage. 

All dealers agree that the fall 
business will be greater than at the 
same time in any preceding year, 
because of the increasing tendency 
to use cars throughout the winter.

3 Balloons Are Cords 
. UTOMOBILE nomenclature is in a very chaotie condi- 

tion at best. Terms are used that have no real mean- 
ing and are only dignified by common usage. This is fre- 
quently confusing, and the Society of Automotive Engineers 
has devoted much attention to trying to devise a nomen- 
clature that shall have some definite relation to the objects 
described. 

We mention this because there seems to be growing up 
even in what should be well informed circles a habit of 
speaking of balloon tires as if they were something quite 
distinct from cord construction. It is common practice to 
speak of “balloon and cord tires,” and this conveys a totally 
wrong impression. 

Balloon tires are of the cord type of construction. 
They are not fabric tires. The proper distinction to 
make is between balloon or low pressure and high pres- 
sure tires. There are differences in the methods of 
constructing high and low pressure tires, but both are 
equally of the true cord type. 

If we are not careful common usage will place this 
altogether wrong and misleading nomenclature in the auto- 
motive language. We-have enough errors to correct at the 
present time without adding more.
